Search for smoke

would be a concentration of 
smoke in any particular area. 
When no new smoke materialized . 
■the firemen opened al the win- 
dows and doors to let the rooms 
clear. 

By 6 pm everything was 
quiet and back to normal. Since 
no more smoke appeared, the 
whole affair was presumed (o 
have ended, 

One theory which might explain 
the events of the whole afternoon 
is that a defective instrument 
was used to do the welding in 
Room 229. 



Education Committee will study 
problems of racial prejudice 



The Education Committee 
Union of Students, at the recent 
and the methods of combatting 
Social, education 

Efforts in this direction were 
first begun this past summer by 
the Social Action Committee of 
the Education Committee, which 
was urged to action by the dis- 
tribution of anti-Negro and anti- 
Sèmitic literature on McGill cam- 
pus. 

Personal threats 

However, in the words of Ed 
Com Chairman Jean-Pierre Mon- 
geau, "Definite steps were de- 
cided upon only when a female 
student was personally threaten- 
ed in letters and telephone calls 
after she expressed, through the 
local newspapers, her reaction to 
the. hate campaign." 

Through the summer study, the 
Educational Committee deter- 
mined several facts about this 
"hate campaign": that the dis-

tribution of hate literature was 
not restricted simply to the Mc- 
Gill campus, but was part of a 
national program; that in spite of 
their awareness, law enforcement 
agencies had. not taken any action 
to curb distribution; that social 
education against prejudice is 
minimal, if not non-existent. 

The EdCom feels that this prob- 
lem of prejudice, due to lack of 
education, is the crux of the 
whole question of racist hatred. 
It feels that the only successful 
method of combatting this hatred 
lies in attacking prejudice vigor- 
ously through all levels of social 
education. The study can fulfill 
only a secondary role constructed 
so as to suppori this educational ' 
process. ^ti/- 

The Education Committee study ^ 
will concern itself with this edu- 
cational process. It hopes to : 



• Evaluate the scope, content, 
and effects of existing programs 
of education on prejudice; 

• Propose ways and means 
whereby existing programs may 
be made more effective; 

• Initiate the development of 
new education programs on racial 
bias. 

It also is planning to request 
the law faculties of various Can- 
adian universities to study exist- 
ing legislation concemhig hate 
literature with the view of re-in- 
terpreting these laws to increase 
their effectiveness. In .particular, 
it hopes that postal regulations ( 
might make mail distribution of 
hate literature impossible. 
■ Chairman Mon gc au expects 
.these studies to last several years, 
and he will report their progress 
from time to time to the CUS na- 
.tional convention. .

Sfudenf loans 
come too late 

TORONTO (CUP) — Interest-free loans may miss the area 
of greatest need in encouraging higher education, the 28lh 
Congress of the Canadian Union of Students was told last week. 



Howard Adclman, University 
of Toronto Students' Adminis- 
trative Council finance commis- 
sioner, said children of low in- 
come families hav; a greater 
psychological fear of indeted- 
ncss and are mnre reluctant to 
attend university under a loan 
plan. He was presenting a brief 
on the financing of higher edu- 
cation to the Congress at York 
University. 

Adelman added that the cost 
of educating an Ontario arts stu- 
dent living away from home has 
risen at least 75 percent to $1,660 
for eight months since 1947-48. 
During the same period, the cost 
of living index has risen only 
36.2 percent, indicating that 20 
percent of the increase in edu- 
cation costs has resulted from 
tuition increases, he said. 

The inability of parents to 
contribute to the cost of educa- 
tion is a significant factor in 
preventing students from obtain- 
ing an education, he said. The 
$lS,00O-a-year and up income 
bracket, which included only 1.2 
percent of all Canadian tax- 
payers, accounts for 11.6 per- 
cent of Canadian arts students; 
the 38.5 percent of all taxpayers 
who cam less than $4,000 a year 
account for only 10.5 percent of 
. arts students, . he said, quoting 
1061-62 statistics. 

"It is often claimed that in- 
creased scholarships and bur- 
saries are the answer to rising 
fees," he said. "But, U of T sta- 
tistics indicate that the rise in 
scholarships and bursaries has 
barely exceeded the rise in en- 
rolment and the amount of aid 
has failed to keep pace with 
rising residence and tuition 
fees." 



Quoting figures from the U 
of T awards department, he said 
that per capita aid available in 
19G1-62 was $108 while in 1903- 
64 it had risen only $4 tu $112. 

Adelman said loans only en- 
courage the philosophy that the 
student is a commodity to be 
sold in the labor market. lie said 
that the argument that loans arc 
an economic Investment in the 
student's future m-îans, in effect, 
that the student mortgages his 
future in order to increase his 
value on the job market 

Students' sur.jmer earnings 
have not kept paoe with rising 
fees and summer work Is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to 
obtain, he said. Citing survey 
figures, he said 21 percent of 
summer employee students work 
less than a 40 hour week, 58.7 
percent work only three months 
or less, and .29.1 percent work 
only two 'months or less. 

Of those who work, over halt 
earn less than $700 and more 
than a third cam less than $500, 
he concluded.

The centre, which has been in 
operation since July, is known as 
International House and accom- 
modates under one roof a number 
of separate, independent organiz- 
ations which cater for the needs 
of overseas students in Britain 
— such as a Job-finding bureau 
and an accommodation agency. 

"Students from almost every 
country in the world, use our 
centre," said John Hay'craft, the 
director. He has been.^nning his 
own language schdol in the build- 
Inc since 1961. 



France Education Minister denounces 
violence in forcing university changes 

PARIS — In a television broadcast, the French Minister of Education, Christian Fouchet, 
recently made a statement on the problems of the university system. M. Fouchet stated that, in a 
university engaged in complete transition, the lives of the students must also be changed In prin- 
ciple. However, he declared, this change cannot be enforced by violence, as a small majority of 
ihê'stùclénls had beéh'allérnpting. 

Those who study seriously and 
renounce the use of force, the 
great majority, are entitled to 
have their conditions improved 
us much as possible. Teaching 
premises, professors, living con- 
ditions of the students, and the 
reform of the educational sys- 
tem were cited as areas calling 
for Improvement. 

Money has been allotted for 
university grants, for the Stu- 
dent Welfare Service centres, 
and for the construction of uni- 
versity restaurants and student 
hostels. These projects would be 
pushed forward rapidly, as the 
present-day facilities are quite 
inadequate. 

The Minister explained that, 
in the area of study reform, the 
problem was not only financial, 
but in the basic nature of the 
studies themselves. The number 
of students in France has in- 
creased tenfold since the begin- 
ning of the century. The rapid 



He said a scheme for hospitality 
in British homes had also got off 
to a very good start "We inter- 
view the prospective hosts first 
and find out what their interests 
are and then send them a student 
who has similar tastes." 

International House has an 
active club with sitting rooms, 
writing rooms, television room, 
restaurant, library and bookshop. 
Next year it is hoped to add a 
theatre. Activities Include discus- 
sions, debates, dances and outings. 



expansion of knowledge and 
technology and the increasingly 
specialized knowledge necessary 
for research have resulted in 
training which is increasingly 
difficult to master. 

Two opposing requirements 
have to be satisfied : distribu- 
ting knowledge as widely as pos- 
sible, while still training re- 
search groups which have to be 
abreast of the latest scientific 
developments. 

To meet this challenge, M. 
Fouchet announced the esta- 
blishment of a commission to 
study all aspects of the univer- 
sity. He stated that the first 
reports will be made available 
In the near future.

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Towards better planning 

The recent McGill Conference on Student 
Affairs, the second such get-together, goes 
a long way in closing the gap that has 
existed in the planning of student affairs. 
There is still, however, no cause for com- 
placency among those responsible for the 
co-ordination of the 150-plus organizations 
competing for campus interest. 

The proliferation of events, perhaps 
greater here than on any campus in Canada, 
If not the continent, demands more than is 
currently provided in the way of co-ordina- 
tion and supervision. It has too often been 
the case that worthwhile events have suffer- 
ed, and nonsense spectacles prospered, be- 
cause of a lack of forsight on the part of 
the planners. 

Every club and society president cannot 
be expected to hove at his disposal all the 
information requisite to the proper planning 



of his program." For this reason, there Is at 
this University a Dates Committee, whose 
duty it is to supervise the scheduling of 
campus events. If It carries on this year as 
in the recent past, it will be understaffed, 
unofficial and very often virtually non- 
existent. 

Yet this Committee, ' should it . organize 
and function In a proper manner, could 
correct many of the faux pas and outright 
horror shows that, unscheduled as they may 
be, are a somewhat regular feature of this 
campus. 

It Is indeed unfortunate for an ambitious 
group to bring In a guest lecturer to address 
twenty people In the PSCA. It is unforgivable 
for this to happen again — although it very 
often does. 

It is sheer negligence to schedule pro- 
minent drawing cards with not-so-promlnent 
proposed drawing cards. It's a mistake that 



quickly becomes a. habit — a stupid, un- 
necessary habit. 

With a strong, . active Dates Committee, 
these errors could be minimized in the im- 
mediate future, and perhaps almost elimin- 
ated in years to come. In saying this, we 
visualize a Dates Committee that functions 
with the Finance Committee of the SEC. 
Itemized budgets coming before Council 
would bear two recommendations — one 
from the Finance Committee, one from the 
< Dates. Committee., No matter how well 
piarinéd a priogrdm may be, it is of little 
value if scheduled for a footlsall afternoon. 

This Dates Committee would use two 
specific tools. The first is a good calendar. 
The second would consist of a printed form 
to be handed in after every campus event 
listing the event, time, place and attendance. 
It Isn't difficult to file such reports, and they 
would prove invaluable to future planners 
In judging the success and interest generated 
by various programs. 

This does not mean that the student should 
have no choice of program. There are many 
events which cater to specific groups with 
selective interests. But there are many others 
which count on large scale student participa- 
tion, and it is a rare occasion when two 
such events can take place successfully at 
the same time. 

It is unfair to the student to schedule 
clashes in general interest programs for two 
reasons — he can attend only one, and yet 
his fees support both. Attendance is the 
prerogative of the individual; wise and 
selective financing is the. duty of the SEC. 



The Canadian Student and WAY LETTERS 



Canada's delegation took the fifth general assembly of the World Assembly of 
Youth (WAY) by storm in August, when it presented a controversial resolution on Vietnam. 
Later a Canadian was elected president of WAY. 

Twenty-four Canadians were among the 500 delegates from 101 member and ob- 
server countries who attended the assembly at Amherst, Massachussetls. They were studying 
the topic "Youth and World Peace in the Nuclear Age." . 

Hours after the North Vietnamese altacic 
on US naval forces and the subsequent US 
raid on North Vietnam August 3, the Canadian 
delceation presented a resolution deploring 
the outbrealc of violence. 

The resolution, which called upon the 
United Nations to intervene to preserve the 
peace, passed the assembly unanimously in 
amended form. The United States delegation 
voted for the resolution while the South 
Vietnamese abstained.

The World Assembly of Youth, founded in 
1049 as an alternative to the communist- 
dominated World Federation of Democratic 
Youth (WFDY), co-ordinates the activities of 
about 60 national' youth councils from western 
and non-aligned countiiet.

A new aspect 
to the campus 

For the first time since the completion of the McConnell 
.Engineering Building, the students of this university are being 
exposed to an entire!/ new campus cosmology, an entirely new 
physical orientation of the University. The cause is the ten-storey, 
multi-million dollar Humanities and Social Sciences Centre which 
is making its debut this year. 



Most students who will be mak- 
ing use of these new facilities 
have by now attended (or have 
skipped) at least one lecture in 
the Centre. An indication of its 
primary importance in McGill's 
five-year expansion program is 
that classes were scheduled to be- 
gin this week on all three of its 
lower floors, even though it was; 
until a few weeks ago, not certain 
that the Centre could be com- 
pleted in time. 

As it is, some corridors and 
utility rooms remain unsurfaced, 
and the top seven floors, allocated 
to various departments for semi- 
nar and administrative use, are 
only 75 to 80% finished. Work

house the department of Econo- 
mics and Political Science, Socio- 
logy and Antliropology, Philoso- 
phy, and History, as well as the 
Institute of Islamic Studies.

COMPLEX CREATED 

For those who have not had Iho 
chance to view the new building, 
I should point out that the Centre 
occupies the site of tlie former 
Presbyterian College, at the cor- 
ner of McTavlsh and McGregor, 
and is linked by an enclosed cor- 
ridor to the old Arts Building. 
Extensive renovation has taken 
place in tlie West Wing of the 
latter, by the construction of 
three new lecture halls. Tlie two 
buildings together comprise the 
University's long -needed Arts 
complex. 

The initial response of students 
has been generally favourable. 
Most find the plush carpctting 
and bucket scats in virtually 
every lecture hall a change from ' 
the calculated drabncss of rooms 
in most other buildings. 

The Centre makes available an 
additional twenty-four rooms, as 
well as three new auditoriums. 
The two smaller halls seat about 
190, while the larger "amphi- 
theatre" holds 680. Although the 
Centre's auditorium, cannot be 
adapted for stage, use, plans are 
reportedly underway for the im- 
provement of Moyse Hall's stage 
facilities. 

Allen Thomas, Project Manager 
for architects Affleck, Dcsbarats, 
Dimakopoulos and Sise, revealed 
that some research had gone into 
the extensive use of carpetting in

the building (including common 
rooms). Although initially more 
costly, the carpctting improves 
tlie atmosphere while cutting 
down the need for expensive 
soundproofing. As a result, most 
ceilings are of bare concrete. 

Thomas was also asked about 
the labyrinthine corridor system 
which is a marked fcature.of the 
two lower floors. He explained 
that the Centre is connected by 
tunnel to Peterson Hall as well as 



to the Arts Building, joining inci- 
dentally the tunnel to Redpath 
Library and the Museum. He fur- 
ther explained that the Centre's 
basement contains an equipment 
centre for five other campus 
buildings. 

Part of the difficulty, he went 
on, in laying out tlic lower floor 
of the building, was the fact that 
very hard bedrock was encounter- 
ed. This was one factor, he indi- 
cated, in the positioning of the 
main sloping auditorium.

AESTHETIC APPRAISAL 

Tlie new Humanities and Social 
Sciences Centre, according to its 
architects, makes an attempt to 
relate itself to the other buildings 
on campus. In partlculor, it at- 
tempts to relate to the Old Arts 
Building with which it is joined. 
The overall design of the Centre, 
while modern, is intended to com- 
plement that of the older build- 
ing. The reinforced concrete walls 
are specially granite-impregnated. 

It is is too soon for a definite 
assessment of how the Centre will 
blend into the campus. Extensive 
landscaping remains to be done. 
But it is obvious that an attempt 
has been made, which is not so 
obvious In, for example, the new 
Chemistry Building. 

The Centre sets off.' clearly but 
as gently as possible, the older 
buildings around it The only fur- 
ther possibility is that of sand- 
blasting (or otherwise blasting) 
the Redpath Museum. 

SPLIT-LEVEL ACCESS 

The broad promenade (cum ex- 
pressway) which leads from the 
Centre to Dawson Hall will be ap- 
preciated in spring and fall, as 
the enclosed passage will be ht 
winter. The attempt to ease the 
climb to McGregor has been i 
pleasant success. 

Our only criticism of the at- 
tempt at split-level access is that, 
though the roof of the section 
Joining the two Arts Buildings is 
but a few feet below McGregor, 
with possible access from both 
sides, students and passcrsby 
alike will be treated only to • 
close-up view of the typical 
gravel-covered rooftop. 

With the she of the campus 
rapidly diminishing, it may still 
be too much to request that a 
way be found to cover this area 
with grass, or even that it be 
otherwise surfaced and burned Jn- 
to a sidewalkTci^e^ oriiniply into 
a place where^stiidehta can stand 
or sit and look out on their cain> 
pus. But is it too much to ask 
that something be done with it?

Canada has fallen into the posi- 
tion ot a resolution passer. At 
WAY assemblies she pays lip ser- 
vice to projects sucli as tlic boy- 
cott of South Africa. Then her 
delegates return home to do no- 
thing — the youth of the country 
unaware that Canadians ever at- 
tended an assembly and the youth 
of the rest of the world waiting 
for the action that is unlilcely to 
materialize. 

For some years the Canadian 
Union of Students (CUS) and the 
Canadian Citizenship Council have 
functioned as a Canadian Com- 
mittee for WAY.' 

An ad hoc selection committee 
from these two bodies cliose the 
organizations that sent delegates 
to Amherst. 

BI-NATIONAL 
DELEGATES 

The selection group adhered to 
the bi-national principle by in- 
cluding 12 English and 12 French- 
Canadian delegates. A wide spec- 
trum of religious, political, rural, 
young worker, and student organ- 
izations was included. 

The leader of the Canadian 
delegation, Stewart Goodings, a 
past president of the National 
Federation of Canadian Universi- 
ty Students (now CUS) hopes 
that the experience at Amherst 
will maltc possible the creation 
of a youth council for Canada. 

Mr. Goodings believes that the 
youtli area may be more hopeful 
than the student .'scene for the 
creation of a striicture including 
English and French Canadians. 

"Almost everywhere else old-' 
structures are disintegrating; In 
the youth area we're building 
from scratch. I thinic it's an ad- 
vantage," he said. 

Ilobert Panet-Raymond, vice 
president of the student council 
of theJJnIvenity.of Montreal, was 
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not hopeful about the creation of 
a youth council when questioned 
at the 28th CUS Congress at York 
University recently. 

He said the existing Comité 
Provisoire des Mouveiiients de 
Jeunesse du Québec (a provi- 
sional committee for tlie creation 
of a French Canadian youth 
council) would likely not wish to 
affiliate to a larger Canada-wide 
youth council. 

U.S. FINANCES 

Most WAY projects are financ- 
ed by the Foundation for Youth 
and Students Affairs in the 
United States. 

Many delegates to the fifth 
general assembly were relieved 
to learn tliat new European 
sources of income will make the 
organization less ovcrwiielmingly 
dependent on US funds. 

Through the years WAY has 
tended to suffer from control by 
a secretariat in-group. Many dele- 
gates at the fifth general assem- 
bly felt that the traditional Scan- 
dinavian-American axis was still ' 
in general command. 

The delegates' main contribu- 
tion to the assembly came in 
workshop and commission duties. 
A British delegate complained 
that witli only one microphone on 
the platform of the plenary hall 
a wide participation was hamper- 
ed. His suggestion that several 
mikes be placed on the floor was 
not accepted. 

On the second day of the as- 
sembly a. Canadian offer to pre- 
pare a list of the delegates pre- 
sent and their room numbers 
from the secretariat's registration 
book was also turned down. The 
secretariat produced the list when 
the two week meeting was half 



over. 



Speeclics by Robert Kennedy 
and Dr. Martin Luther King were 
highlights of tlie Amherst assem- 
bly. 

Mr. Kennedy said that although 
WAY'S judgments have not al- 
ways been in accord with United 
States policy, he has recognized 
the intelligent concern that mo- 
tivates the body, 

He went on to ask youth to 

concentrate on the problems of 

poverty and lack of education in 
thé world. 

"You will be dealing with tlie 
central issue of our time," he 
said. 

Dr. King, addressing the as- 
sembly a few days later, com- 
mented, "God forbid." in reply 
to a suggestion that Barry Gold- 
water might be elected U.S. 
president.

Low Indian education 
due to teaclier deficit 

NEW DELHI, India — Why does there remain toi^ay a poor 
educational standard In IncJia ? This country's report of the 
University Grants Commission has recently attempted, to analyse 
the main aspects of decadence, and the solution to this problem. 
According to the commbslon, reference texts, and by raising 



the low standard is due to the 
poor educational facilities. How- 
ever, they do find it conceivable 
that "the present high rate of 
failures" may be reduced by pro- 
viding better research facilities, 
such as libraries and laboratories, 
by giving students access to good 



the qualifications of teachers. 

It seems that the shortage of 
teachers is a prime concern. How 
then to improve educational 
standards by liiring more ade- 
quate instructors, when now tliey 
find their present, possibly in- 
adequate, teacher sources, very 
limited.
